SCHOOL BOND ISSUE 


LIMA, Ohio, July 19,1916. 


It is the plan of the Board of Education to conduct a conservative, dignified cam- 


paign in behalf of the school bond issue to be voted upon in this city at the coming pri- 
mary, August 8th. It is their hope that the citizens and school patrons generally will 
advise themselves fully of the conditions and needs of the schools and vote thought- 
fully according to their best judgment and responsibility. 


At the same time every member of the Board feels his individual responsibility. 


In every city of the state the question of properly housing the pupils and improving 


school conditions is receiving thoughtful consideration in recent years. 


Overcrowded Conditions 


In cities with rapidly increasing population the question of adequate buildings is 


! a serious problem. With an increase in the local schools the last year of more than 400 
pupils over the previous year, and an increase of 1200 in the past five years, the prop- 
! er housing of the s.-hool youth in this city is beyond the power of the Board to solve 
through the regular budget or present school funds. It is for this reason that the issue 
is submitted to the people of the city August 8th. Not a dollar is available for addi- 
tional buildings because of the reduced school budget and the limitations of the Smith 
law. 
At the same time every parent is aware that both the grade schools and the high 


school are greatly overcrowded, orders having been issued by the State for the removal 


j of pupils at the opening of schools in September. 


Hazardous Heating Plants 


Many of the heating plants have been in use for more than 20 years, and have be- 


come with this long use so inefficient as to be considered hazardous by the State offi- 
cials who order that they be removed or overhauled. They further order that all heat- 
ing rooms shall be fireproofecl to conform to the State biiilding code, which was adopt- 
ed just after the Collinwood fire. Other heating plants installed within the last 20 
years have been overworked, because of their small capacity, or additions made to the 
buildings without increasing the capacity of the furnaces or boilers. 


The Inspector warns against further use of the high school boilers under present 


conditions. Because of the wings, added to the building a few years ago without a 
corresponding increase in the heating plant, the boilers are compelled to carry over 60 
pounds pressure in the coldest weather while the State forbids more than 30 pounds. 
These boilers are located in the basement directly under the two study or assembly 
rooms where all the high school pupils of the city are seated at the opening session 
each day just when the boilers are of necessity driven the hardest. These and numer- 
ous other findings of the State Inspector have been apparent for some time to many of 
the pavci' <• • f children in the city schools. 


High School Overcrowded 


The State official condemns the use of basement rooms at the high school as 


unfit for class use, and even with these in use he finds the high school so crowded as 
to necessitate his order that pupils be removed before the opening of the next term of 
school. His report on this overcrowded condition, based on his personal inspection, 
reads: "The High School is overcrowded to approximately twice the capacity allowed 
iy the State Code." All loyal citizens takr- pride in Lima's growth, which has ior 
reased her high school attendance from 427 students twelve years ago at the opening 
>f the present high school to 901 students the past school year. The addition of the 
wo wings and the use of poorly lighted, unfit basement rooms, not intended for class 
jurposes, have been temporary expediencies, resulting in a situation which the State 
low orders shall be changed. These additions already made and limited grounds at 
his building, make it not only impractical but impossible to properly add adequate 


rooms to the present high school building. 


New Buildings Needed 


Because of the above conditions the Board of Education presents the plan for a new or South High 


School to be located south of the river, east of Main street and south of Kibby street; and new grad* schools 
o reduce the congestion and take proper care of the normal future increase in the schools during the life Ot

Mr. Riley's death was due to par- 


alyeis. He suffered a violent stroke 
about 7:30 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing, and the members of bis house- 
hold were greatly alarmed, but un- 
der Dr. Carleton B. McCulloch's min- 
istrations the 
poet 
seemed to im- 


prove and early Saturday evening he 
was regarded as much better. 


Mr. Riley suffered his first violent 


attack of paralysis July 10, 1910. 


He recovered and seemed to be in 


good health until he was stricken a 
econd time. 
This stroke caused a 


complete paralysis of his right side. 
The severity of the stroke wore away 
somewhat 
until the poet's hand 


eemed the most affected. Mr. Riley's 
determination to battle the illness 
was shown at that time when he set 
about laboriously to learn to write 
with his left band. 


Mr. Riley was born in 1853. but 


was reticent as to his exact age. One 
of the most unique celebrations in

Marine before her marriage, was a 
writer of verse and Riley in later 
life attributed some of bit imprac- 
ticability to her.
